On. the oth- 
er hand, during muscular exertion, 
which is vigorous; bUt stich as can 
be sustained for a considerable 
time, involving am oxygen con- 
sumption of about two liters per 
minute, the circulation increases 
from a resting value of seven or 
eight liters per minutes for a man 
of 70 or 80 kilos (184 or 178 
pounds) up to a flow of thirty 
liters or more per minute.”

OUR LETTER “A” IS 
A BISON’S PORTRAIT 


The tmage on the American 6- 
cent plece, the letter “A,” and 
the great winged bulls of the pal- 
aces of Babylon, are al) pictures 
of the same animal. This is the 
discovery of Prof. Max Hilzheim- 
er, director of the natural his- 
tory section of the provincial mu- 
seum of Brandenburg in Berlin. 
who has made a special! study of 
the ancient images and inscriptions 
in connection with the former dis- 
tribution of the European bison. 

This little-known animal, knows 
in Germany as the wisent and in 


Russia as the gubr. is now ever 
nearer extinction than its Ameri- 
can cousin, but once had a much 
wider range. roaming the plains 
of Mesopotamia when that coun- 
try was the world’s “Wild West.” 
That it was important to the early 
inhabitants of Western Asia is 
shown by its appearance on many 
eviinder seals and other 
tions of the old Sumerian civili- 
zation, whence it was adopted by 
the later Babylonians and Assyr- 
lanes, even though the animal it- 
self had by then disappeared from 
the country. 

These early people used a pic- 
ture-writing built on somewhat the 
same principles as modern Chi- 
nese. The Assyrian character for 
“bull” was a triangle standing on 
its point, representing the broad 
face of the animal. with a pair of 
short horns projecting. Something 
very like this character can be ob- 


tained by turning a capital “A” 
upside down. The early Hebrew 
word for bull was “atphu,” ex- 


the old Assyrian 
word-sign. Later the same sign, 
inverted, became the Hebrew- 
Phenecian “aleph.”’ the Greek “‘al- 
pha.” and the Latin-modern “A.” 
Early Sumerian figures of this 
ancient bison show itt standing 
erect and fighting with beasts of 
prey, with men, even with the 
gods. The broad noses of the ani- 
mal, with their suggestion of a 
Semitic shape, together with their 
characteristic beards, must have 
made them to seem very manlike 
to the old Mesopotamian peoples, 
and their gradual conventionaliza- 
tion into the winged, human-faced 
bearded clossi of the ancient 
palaces and temples was a natura! 
change.—[Kansas City Star.

Not a little money belonging to the people of Los Angeles 
has been spent in ways which, in Imperial Valley, caused the 
grand jury to charge valley officials with malfeasance in office. 
Apart from the undesirability of dragging the city into an 
unsavory mess, the reasons for Mayor Cryer’s insistence upon 
the Swing-Johnson bill and the all-American canal as the is- 
sues of all-paramount importance in this municipal campaign 
have not been obvious.

SANTA MONICA, April 27.-—A 
test flight of the first of the nine 
transport airplanes being built by 
the Douglas Aircraft Corporation, 
builders of the: ‘round-the-world 
cruisers for the United States gov- 
ernment, was conducted today with 
satisfactory resulta, according to 
the pilot, Eric Springer. 

During the half hour that the 
plane remained aloft it was tested 
for speed, balance and genera! per- 
formance.

Proposed Mexican Law Hits 
Urban Owners 


Five Houses Limit Allowed 
Any Individual 
Logical ‘Extension of Rural 
Measure May Pass 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DiesPaTCH) 

MEXICO CITY, April 27.—“It 
cannot be.” is the universal opin- 
ion expressed én business circies of 
Mexico City, but it is, nevertheless, 
a fact that a measure has been 


drawn up and presented to Con- 
gress, which would not allow any 
individval tu own more than five 


houses here. Such is the trend of 


mind of present Mexican legisia- 
tors. 

The newspapers here have pub- 
lished “@t length the text of the 
bill, which might be termed a by- 
product of the famous agrarian 
land grant law, which has served 
to break up great estates of the 
wealthy and brought consternation 
into the ranks of capital.  Inci- 
dentally when affecting American 
property or that owned by other 
than Mexicans, that law has cause:! 
voluminous diplomatic exchanges 
between the Mexican Foreign Of- 
fice, and embassies and legations— 
especially the American Embassy 
—‘n Mexico City. The law has 
been the big issue with the United 
States, and continues so to be. 


TURNED TO CITy 

Although it was recognized that 
the agrarian law directed at big es- 
tates has been intensified in its 
application of late, capitali«ts in 
Mexico City considered that it was 
perfectly safe to buy up real estate. 

The argument advanced by the 
author of the bil) and its political 
supporters is that there shall no 
longer be a monopoly of any sort 
in Mexico and, as the f-rmers have 
been benefited by Articie 27 of the 
1917 constitution, ro the city work- 
er is to reap a benefit from the 
measure which seeks to take away 
from the landiord his properties to 
suppiy the laborer with a home in 
the City. 

The bill proposes that every 
owner of more than five houses 
shall come under the ruling and 
that such additiona! property as he 
may own shall be subject to ex- 
propriation, in each case the tenant 
of the house being given a prefer- 
ential choice of purchase. The 
owner would be allowed to fix the 
saleprice, not to exceed the fiscal 
valine of the property, plus 10 per 
cent additional. 

A property owner may posres= 
as many as five houses, one for 
himeelf and family, and the other 
four may be occupied by his 
“relatives.” In other words, John 
Doe owns a house, and he may also 
own four others but they must be 
tenahted by ‘his brother, his uncle. 
his sister of. some other relative. 
If the foregoing is not so. then 
John Doe can have but one house. 
and any others would be subject 


to disposal under the terms of the 


Proposed bill. 
BUSINESS EXEMPT 

Such bulld’ngs are wsed ex- 
clusively for hotels are exempt. 
also those used as restaurants, 
commercial establishments, stores. 
factories and workshops. schools 
or other institutions for learning. 
theaters and places used for public 
entertainment. 

The bill provides that the tenant 
,*™ay acquire a property by month- 
ly payments including the actual 
rent paid plus 10 per cent addi- 
t‘onal, to apply on the purchase 
price. The project is based on the 
revolutionary success attained in 
subdividing rural propenmies, which 
hase resulted in the creation of the 
small land holder. The measure, 
in draft. has been properly filed 
with the permanent congressional! 
committee. according to the _ re- 


quis 'tes of the law. and will be 


brought up for discusrion at the 
forthcoming reesion of Congress. 
In this connection it is worthy 
of . remembrance that some fifty 
casea, involving rural properties 


owned by Americans have come to 


the notice .of the United States
